Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: The prior art of record fails to teach the claimed invention, 
particularly to the arrangement of the die and mold and with the placement of the 
supply of the outlet for delivering of dehumidified air directly between the die and 
mold in a direction facing the protrusion, the air supply coming from the 
dehumidification means, the supply means being sized to deliver a flow nearly at 
ambient pressure. The closest prior art utilizing dehumidified air is spaced with 
the entire cooling tunnel rather than the claimed location between the die and 
mold.
